ments with the State Land Commission 
—after which he was supposed to re- 
ceive a deed to the property.

At the end of three years he filed 


his proof. But the deed was denied 
him. 
The homesteader did not know 


that the legislature had amended the 
old law to require proof of improve- 
ments in two years instead of three. 
He was told that his land had reverted 
to the stale. 


The property was bought by an Illi- 


nois lawyer's wife for $1 an acre. 


Litigation followed, but on Mon-

ruled against the homesteader.

Germany, Italy or Japan. He urged 
students to stay with their books. 
China had plenty of manpower; What 
it needed was trained 
leadership. 


Despite this injunction, thousands 


of students have gone into military 
service, studying aviation or entering 
one of more than 30 military academ- 
ies. Some have joined guerrilla bands, 
;:nci others turned directly to propa- 
ganda work among peasants and vil- 
lagers. These teach the techniques of 
resistance. They teach villagers how 
to evacuate a town when necessary, 
leaving behind absolutely nothing use- 
ful to the enemy. The Japanese take 
towns and find not a utensil to cook 
their rice, not a slick of firewood, not 
a piece of metal to ship back to Ja- 
Ipan. 


Those Chinese students who con- 


tinued their education have had to 
dive into makeshift shelters when 
the bombers came over. They have 
joined the long trok westward in which 
85 colleges and universities out of 107 
have retreated to West China in the 
greatest intellecutal trek in history.

Ignorance of 
Change in Law 
Spells Tragedy 


LITTLE ROCK — Arthur Ware, a 


negro homsteadcr in Chicot county, 
lost his last hope Monday of having 
a 160-acre farm which he cleared and 
improved and was forced to surrend- 
er under a technicality of the law 
of which he was ignorant. 


Tiie Arkansas Supreme Court den- 


ied Ware's motion for rehearing of 
the case without comment. Thus the 
door to possible redemption, of the 
property was closed. Lizzie Dazey, 
wife of an Illinois lawyer, took pos- 
ession of the farm, under terms of 
10 decision. 
Ware homesteaded the 1GO acres un- 
.er provisions of an old statute which 
equired him to live on the land and, 
t the expiration of three years, to 
ile proof of improvements with the 
tate land commissioner. Then he was 
upposed to receive the state's deed 
o the property. 
The negro did not know the old 
aw had been amended to require 
n-oof of improvements at the end of 
wo years. He had made the improve- 
ments, such as erection of a house 
and other buildings, but waited three 
years to file the papers at the state- 
louse. When he appeared, the state 
and commissioner told Ware that his 
.and had reverted to the state because 
!ie had not filed the papers in time. 
Lizzie Dazey had, in the meantime, 
sought the farm for $1 an acre under 
.erms of Arkansas' land-sale laws. Re- 
cords showed Ware had paid taxes on 
the land since he settled there and be- 
gan to carve a farm from the wilder- 
ness.

seventh largest cause of mortality. Ap- 
pendicitis, the neglected stomach ache, 
is greatest killer in this category, dig- 
ging 14.500-plus graves a year. 


Paradoxically, expert surgery made 


appendicitis 
more dangerous. 
Once 


the appendicitis death rate was almost | 
100 per cent but surgery changed all 
that. Surgeons now can save the 
great majority, so many that the pub- 
lic grows .increasingly careless about 
appendicitis. 


No Minor Ailment 


Early symptoms are 
disregarded. 


Victims dose with physics, the worst 
possible thing to do. The result is a 
rising appendicitis death curve.

A contradiction? Not nt all. The doc- 
ors arc saving more people

ige. Since they live longer, deaths 
imong the elderly, from "wearing 
out" of vital organs, are increasing. 


Heart disease, with 380,000 deaths 
year, is the No. 1 cause of death. 


3ra'm hemorrhage and cerebral em- 
bolisms stand fourth with 112,000, and 
lephritis (kidney inflammation) fif- 
lh with about 100,000. 


Fulls Off One-Third 


Rheumatic heart disease, once a 


major killer of youth, is decreas- 
ing.'Its rate has dropped off a third 
in 25 years. Cause of the dccrecase 
is obscure, but doctors arc inclined to 
credit it to better diet, better home 
sanitation and better general health. 


Treatment for hc.irt ailments shows 


marked advances. New techniques are 
prolonging the lives of sufferers, and 
add to their comfort. Honest doctors 
admit, however, that these are merely 
postponement.': of the 
final reckon- 


ing. 
As more persons arc saved for 


old age, more hearts will wear out. 
There is little hope that anything will 
change this inflexible picture—much. 
Likewise, they expect nephritis and 
brain hcmorhage deaths to increase. 
Both are natural associates of old age.

few words but . . . "

jrecce — Generalissimo Alexander 
Papagos, directing genius of the army 
opposing Italy. 


"But actions speak louder." 
This phrase follows as a matter of 


course to all acquainted with the 57- 
year-old officer. 


Greece knows Generalissimo Papagos 


—in normal limes—as a man living a 
quiet well-ordered life; as a smartily- 
dressecl gentleman fond of riding; and 
as a family man wed to the daughter 
of another army leader. 


But in such days as these the coun- 


try proudly recalls his place in a mil- 
itary dynasty. 


The tall, stately soldier came up 


through the cavalry. Entering the 
army as a graduate of military and 
cavalry schools in Alhens, Belgium, 
and Ilaly, he rose from lieutenant lo 
captain in the Balkan war of 1912-13. 


He supplemented 
this experience 


with service against Bulgaria am! 
Germany in the World war, u general 
staff assignment during the Asia minor 
campaign of 1920, and service with a 
French military mission in 1933. 


Greece made him minister of war 


in 1935, a post he relinquished briefly 
for active .service, but to which he 
returned a year later. 


In 1930 he wa.s named chief of the 


general staff and chairman of the su- 
preme war council. 
He held these 


positions until named generalissimo 
at the start of the present conflict.
